An armistice, it is true, might come 
first and the details of the downfall 
of the German autocratic government 
might be arranged later. 

What Armistice Would Entail, 


But this is what an armistice would 
entail: 


First, a stop to the atrocities on land

Here, then, follows the words which 
proclaim withfinality that the auto- 
cratic government of Germany must 
go, and plainly invite the German peo- 
ple to make the change which will 
bring them peace. 

“The power which hitherto has con- 
trolled the German nation,” says the 
president’s reply, “is of the sort here 


described. It is within the choice of 
the German people to alter it.” The 


president’s words just quoted naturally 
constitute a condition precedent’ to 
peace, if peace is to come by the action 
of the German people themselves. The 
president feels bound to say that the 
whole process of peace will, in his 
judgment, depend upon the definiteness 
and the satisfactory character of the 
guarantees which can be given in this 
fundamental matter. It is indispensa- 
ble that the governments associated 


, against Germany should know beyond 


peradventure with whom they are 


dealing. 


This pronouncement, the president’s | 
friends say, fulfills: the predictions of } 


those who declared that when he asked 
Prince Maximilian if he merely rep- 
resented the military leaders who had 
been conducting the war, he was lay- 
ing the foundations to show that the 
new government of Germany is no less 
autocratic than the others and for a 
final statement to the German peo- 


ple themselves that notning but their 
autocratic government stands between 
them and the peace which they so fer- 
vently desire. This, the president’s 
friends say, has been the whole theory 
of his diplomacy. 

Occupation of Keys to Germany. 


When the president decided to say 
that if an armistice should be thought 
of, it could not be considered without 
imposing terms to guarantee the good 
faith of Germany and provide for the 
maintenance of the military suprema- 
cy of the armies of the United States 
and the entente allies, he undou:tedly 
knew that the allied war council, «ct- 
ing on the recommendations af Mar- 
shal Foch had decided upon as néces- 
Sary guarantees. These now are un- 
derstood to include the occupation of 
Metz and Strassburg and Coblenz, the 
strategic keys to Germany. 

The next move in the great inter- 
national drama is now expected to take 
place in Germany while the armies of 
the co-belligerents thunder at her 
gates. Diplomatics are agreed that 
what must come from Germany now is 
action, not words. She may offer to 
comply with the terms and and give 
up the guarantees which would per- 
mit an armistice. From that point 
the disposition of the autocracy might 
be considered in connection with the 
terms of peace. Otherwise, the opin- 
ion is unanimous that the victorious 
armies of the United States and the 
entente allies must march on.

LUXEMBURG DUCHESS 
ATTACKED BY SUBJECTS 


Paris, September 30.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—De- 
thronement of Grand Duchess Marie 
Adelaide of Luxemburg and the es- 
tablishment in the grand duchy of de- 
mocracy like that of France, was de- 
mande@d in resolutions adopted here 
recently at a mass meeting ot subjects 
of Luxemburg residing in Paris. 

The meeting was called principally 
to protest against the announced en- 
gagement of Crown Prince Rupprecht 
of Bavaria and Princess Antoinette, 
voungest sister of the grand duchess. 
Prince Rupprecht has been commander 
of the German forces along the north- 
ern part of the western front in France. 
Recently it was reported that he had 
been displaced, but later restored to his 
command. 

The grand duchess was characterized 
by several speakers as being entirely 
Germanophile, one declaring that when 
Luxemburg was entered by the Ger- 
mans, she telegraphed to Emperor Wil- 
liam: “I pray God every day that our 
army may be successful and soon bring 
back to Germany a heavy harvest of 
laurels.”’ 

Another speaker declared that she 
went twice to Longwy, personally to 
congratulate the German Crown Prince 
Frederick on having captured it. The 
first time, he said, she was too early 
and had to hurry back under French 
fire.

Must Wear “Flu” Masks. 


Monday afternoon an order was pro- 
mulgated by the state health authori- 
ties declaring that all people attending 
the Southeastern fair grounds shoulda 
wear “flu” masks, and it is understood 
that this will be strictly enforced. 
Should any one leave home without 
the necessary mask it will be possible 
to secure them at the gates before en- 
tering, but no one will be allowed to 
enter without a mask. 

This order, it is believed by the 
health authorities, will materially as- 
sist in preventing any spread of the 
influenza that might result through 
the gathering of vast crowds that are 
expected to gather during the balance 
of the week at Lakewood, and people 
are also warned that it will prove a 
great protection if they wear the masks 
on the street cars going to and from 
the fair grounds. 

When asked Monday afternoon if he 
would recommend the raising of the ban 
on the amusement places in the city 
if people were forced to wear masks 
on entering such places, Dr. J. P. Ken- 
nedy, city health officer, declared that 
he would not. 

“T feel,” said he, “that so long as 
the city council has seen. fit to pass 
the measure closing these places as a 
preventive against the spread of this 
disease, that we ought to observe it, 
and wait until all danger has passed 
before we try to reopen the places that 
might aid in causing the outbreak of 
an epidemic in Atlanta.” 

The danger is by no means passed, 
according to Dr. Kennedy, and he de- 
clares himself unwilling to take any 
responsibility for asking that the 
places in the city, where crowds could 
congrezate, should be again opened to 
the public for at least the balance of 
the present week. It is his belief that 
bv the end of the present week most 
of the danger from influenza will have 
passed away, and that business can 
resume its normal! aspect. 

The cost in dollars and cents to the

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BONDING THE PARIAH. 


Probably never before in the history of 
warfare has the proposal by a belligerent 
of an armistice based upon the enemy’s 
peace terms not been accepted and imme- 
diately followed by a truce pending future 
developments. : 

But in his answer to the German note 
yesterday, President Wilson makes it clear 
that this will be one conspicuous exception. 

Through all of the centuries of bar- 
barism, civilization, warfare and diplomatic 
negotiations between governments and peo- 
ples, ithas remained for Germany to develop 
such a reputation for perfidy, trickery and 
treachery that even when it admits defeat 
and agrees to accede to conditions imposed 
in the first tentative offer of peace terms, 
the whole civilized world hesitates before 
even giving serious consideration to its 
proposition. 

History affords no parallel to this situa- 
tion, just as it affords no parallel to Hun 
deceit, trickery, knavery, lying and disre- 
gard for honor. 

What Germany has offered to do is more 
than the entente demanded even of Bulga- 
ria. When Bulgaria promised to meet the 
allies’ terms, an armistice was declared im- 
mediately. Treacherous as Bulgaria has 
been in the past, even its pledge was ac- 
cepted by its enemies in good faith; and so 
undoubtedly it would be if even the blood- 
thirsty, deceitful, “unspeakable Turk” were 
to ask for the same terms. 

But as for the Hun—the civilized world 
proposes to take no chances with him; and 
the president’s emphatic ultimatum will 
meet with universal approval. 

Any agreement entered into with Ger- 
many this time must have a good and suffi- 
cient bond to bind the international rascal 
to its terms. 

The nature of the bond is yet to be de- 
veloped. There are many ways in which 
adequate guarantees may be exacted, and 
out of the world-wide conference of the en- 
tente nations now going on by cable, some 
plan will be agreed upon that wi¥e give 
ample assurance that whatever Germany 
agrees to do this time will be done. And 
the final authority in the matter will not 
be Germany, but the outraged world which 
now has the miserable culprit by the throat. 

If Germany thinks that by prolonged 
peace negotiations it may secure time to 
get its armies, ammunition and supplies 
behind its own frontiers, there to shorten 
and to strengthen its lines for another on- 
slaught under improved conditions, it will 
find that its calculation is unfounded, for 
the allies will permit no such thing. 

If, on the other hand, Germany really 
wants peace, and is willing to pay the 
price for it in what is equivalent to un- 
conditional surrender, it can have it only 
after executing a bond such as the allies, 
after mature deliberation, will present to 
it as a condition precedent to the cessation 
of hostilities. 

That bond might require the retirement 
of the Huns across the Rhine, leaving the 
allies to hold that part of Germany west of 
the Rhine as temporary hostage for the 
guarantee of the performance by Germany 
of its part of the contract. It may require 
that the German navy be deposited as col. 
lateral. The bond may assume other 
phases. 

But one thing is certain—there will be 
no doubt that a rock-ribbed and copper- 
bottomed bond of some kind will be re- 
quired before Germany gets any relief from 
its present plight.

War as the Airman 
Sees It 


(From The Stars and Stripes, the official pubtica- 
tion of the American Expeditionary Forces, published 
every Friday at Paris by and for the men of the 
American Expeditionary Forces.) 


An airman is always on the lookout 
against a surprise from the enemy, but to 
guard against a surprise by one of his 
friends is also a part of the game. 

Just before daybreak one morning 
tenant Ned Buford decided to go out 
round up another Boche plane to add to his 
g@rowing list. He had been in the air only 
a short time when he located a Boche photo- 
graphic machine well beyond him preparing 
to carry out its dawn campaign. tle imme- 
diately swooped towards his aerial objective, 
maneuvered for position and, with the enemy 
in direct range, prepared to open fire. 

Much to Lieutenant Buford’s astonish- 
ment, a machine gun opened fire from a new 
position and the Boche plane, curling into 
a nose spin, started downward at terrific 
speed. Lieutenant Buford followed the down- 
ward rush of the enemy plane until he saw 
it crash into flames as it struck the ground. 
It was only then that, looking up, he saw 
one of his best friends, Lieutenant David 
Putnam, also swooping down after the 
wrecked machine. Up to this moment neither 
American flyer had seen the other nor had 
known that another yankee plane was in the 
neighborhood. 

“You can’t waste any time getting

I managed to reach one and 
stayed there under cover until dark. Those 
moments carried far more excitement for me

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WIDOW OF GOVERNOR 


NORTHEN DIES HERE 


Mrs. W. J. Northen, widow of ex- 


Governor Northen, passed away early! 


Monday morning at her home, 734 Pied- 
mont avenue, in the 79th year of her 
age. 

Mrs. Northen was Miss Martha Neel, 
of Mount Zion, Hancock county, Geor- 
fia. She was educated at Madison, 
Ga., in @ college conducted by Dr. 
Brown. She was married to Mr. North- 
en in her father’s home in Mount Zion 
in 1860, where for 25 years he conduct- 
ed a famous school in which many 
of Georgia’s best-known men were ed- 
ucated. 

When her husband became governor 
of Georgia in 1890, they moved to At- 
lanta, and this city has been her home 
ever since. Governor Northen died in 
1913, and their only son, Thomas H. 
Northen, passed away in March, 1904.

STREET CAR HEARING 


RESUMED IN ATLANTA 


The heritage before the National 
war labor board concerning differences 
between the Georgia Railway and 
Power company and members of local 
732, Amalgamated Association of Street 


Railway Employees of America, which 
were begun in Washington a few weeks 


ago were resumed here Monday, the 
meeting being held tn the federal court- 
room of the postoffice building. 

Three days is the time allotted for 
the hearing in this city, which is being 
conducted by Charlton Ogburn, who is 
special representative of the war labor 
board in charge of street railways. 
There are five issues under discussion. 

1. The question of wages and hours. 

2. The right of employees to wear 
the union button while on the cars. 

3. The reinstatement of 38 men who 
left the company or were discharged 
at the time of the strike in 1916. ' 

4. The reinstatement of 10 men who 
went out with the strike of 1918. 

>». The question as to whether or not 
the company will deal with represen- 
tatives of employees who are not them- 
selves employees. 

Prominent Lawyers Present. 

The car men are represented by At- 
torneys James L, Key, John S. McClel- 
land and Madison Bell, Mr. Key con- 
ducting the hearing. Counsel for the 
employers is the firm of Colquitt & 
Conyers, Walter Colquitt, examiner. 

In regard to wages and hours the 
record held by Examiner Ogburn shows 
the following demands by the union 
men: A 10-hour day, time and a half 
on legal holidays, time and a half for 
overtime, all runs straight with ten 
consecutive hours, a 9-hour day for 
men in the shop, a wage scale of 40 
cents an hour for the first six months, 
45 cents for the second six. months 
and thereafter 50 cents an hour, men 
on interurban cars to receive 5 cents 
an hour additional]. 

The railway company will present 
their side later. 

The morning session Monday was 
devoted to testimony on the subject 
of wearing the union button. One of the 
witnesses was Charles Gramling, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, who stated that employees of 
other industries were allowed to wear 
the buttons. He also admitted under 
cross-examination that his organiza- 
tion had started the fight against an 
increase of car fares in the interest of 
the public. Mr. Ogburn permitted this 
to be entered as evidence on account 
of the bearing it might later have on 
the decision as to whether or not in- 
creased wages could be Sranted. 

McElroy on Stand. 

Another witness was Andrew McEl- 
roy, traveling examiner for Georgia 
of the United States department of 
labor, who stated that he believed 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany was the only “open shop” in At- 
lanta which prohibited the wearing of 
union buttons. William J. Bishop, 
chairman of the Srievance committee 
of the local association, declared that 
a strike on this point had been avoided 
only through the fact that all the dif- 
ference of company and men had been 


referred to the war labo 
Campbell, a member pF agua le 
board of Union No. 732, also testified 

In the afternoon several men were 
put on the stand who left the com- 
pany in September, 1916, either as 
strikers or because of sympathy with 
the union. H. M. Atkinson, a former 
motorman, stated that one of the em- 
ployers had referred to members of the 
union as “holl weevils.” 

William Haney, a man past middle 
afe, gave a complete review of the 
circumstances of his leaving the com- 


pany. He repeated the conversations 
which took place between him and 
two of the superintendents. 

R. L. Livsey and S. Rea were 
other employees who told of their re- 
lationship to the car company at the 
time of the 1916 strike. Mr. Livsey 
said that he was given a paper to 
sign pledging that he would remain 
with the company in the event of the 
strike. He refused to do this and 
considered that this rendered him sub- 
ject to dismissal. 

Wanted Better Wages. 

J. B. Astin, the last witness of the 
day, said, as did several of the others, 
that he would be glad to return to his 
old work, but he preferred better 
wages. 

In crogs-examination Mr. Colquitt 
asked each of the witnesses what would 
be necessary before he would return to 
the employ of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company. While some failed to 
specifv any change, most of the men 
said they would demand better wages 
and conditions. 

Mr. Ogburn presented the possibility 
of having each of the 33 men give an 
affidavit stating the terms he wished 
for re-employment. This would save 
riuch time and would supply the nec- 
essary information. Mr. Colquitt, how- 
ever, insisted that he wanted from ev- 
ery man an individual expression as to 
his exact demands and he wished the 
rrivilege of cross-examining them on 
this subject. Mr. Ogburn then agreed 
to have all the men on the stand and 
Mr. Colquitt promised to restrict his 
questioning to this one point. 

There was a full attendance on Mon- 
day, chiefly on the part of the car em- 
ployees and other interested. laborers. 
Preston Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
was present during the entire hearing

DRASTIC ORDERS 
FOR FOOD-SAVING 
EFFECTIVE OCT. 21 


Drastic orders to conserve food will 
be put into effect October 21 by the 
food administration in all hotels, clubs, 
restaurants and all public eating 


places. 


The orders, which were published in 
The Constitution Monday morning, pro- 
hibit the serving of any bread that 
does not contain at least the 20 per 
cent of flour substitutes, and the quan- 
tity is limited to not more than two 
ounces at each meal. Four ounces of 
other breads, such as cornbread and 
muffins, may be served. Bacon is 
barred as a garniture, and only one 
kind of meat can be served to a patron 
at each meal. Not more than a half- 
ounce of butter is to be served to one 
person, and American cheese is limited 
to the same amount. : 

No sugar bowls are allowed on the 
tables, and the sugar is limited to one 


teaspoonful, when asked for. Two 
pounds is the allowance for each 90 
meals, including cooking. No waste 
food is to be burned, but is to be saved 
for food for animals or reduced to fats.

PUT ARMISTICE 
UP TO GEN. FOCH 


He Is Only One Competent 
to Decide, Says Simonds. 
Armistice Purely Military 
and Has Nothing to Do 
With Peace Terms. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

New York, October 14.—(Special.)— 
There is an imperative necessity at 
this time to recognize certain facts un- 
mistakably. We are in grave danger 
of having the whole situation befogged 
to our great injury and Germany’s en- 
during benefit, if we permit ourselves 
to be confused. 

First of all, an armistice is not in 
any way related to the making of peace 
terms. It is purely and simply an in- 
quiry of a beaten contestant for a 
statement of those conditions on which 
he can obtain freedom from further 
punishment. It is thus a military mat- 
ter purely and simply. It is, in sub- 
stance, this statement by the enemy. 
‘TJ have been beaten, what must I do 
to escape further thrashing?” Above 
all else, an armistice is not a truce. 
A truce is an agreement between two 
unbeaten contestants to suspend milli- 
tary operations either pending the ne- 
gotiating of peace or for a time cov- 
ered, for example, my home holy-day 
as in the wars of an earlier period. 
A truce presupposes equal ability on 
both sides to resume. A conflict, which

Exactly in the same way 
we may grant an armistice to Germany 
on the delivery of proper security, 
but this has nothing to do with the 
later determination of the case between 
Germany and the rest of the world.

One of the most sensational cases 
which has come to light in Atlanta for 
some time started its history here Sun- 
day night when Henry W. Reynolds, 
under two indictments for violation of 
Section 215 of the Penal Code referring 
to postal regulations, was delivered to 
the authorities of the Fulton county 

ower. 

After having been sought all over 
the country to answer to the charge 


| of defrauding by use of the mails, Rey- 


nolds was brought to Atlanta by Dep- 
uty Marshal J. M. Boyle from Seattle, 
Wash., where he was held by request 
of the postoffice inspector in Atlanta. 

There are many people in Atlanta 
and nearby towns who have reason to 
remember the stay of Reynolds here 
from March 20 to April 22, according to 
statements made by officials. In this 
brief time he is said to have cleaned 
up about $4,000, which came out of the 
pockets of credulous automobile pur- 
chasers, and it is claimed he was 
equally successful in other cities. 

Auto on Easy Payments. 

Reynolds had offices in the Walton 
building under the name, Automobile 
Securities company. An advertisement 
which appeared:in the Atlanta papers 
of March 24, 1918, under the cantion, 
“Any Make Automobile You Want, 
Easy Payments.” read in part as fol- 
lows: 

You can select any new automobile you 
want, make us a small cash payment and 
we will deliver it to you to drive as your 
own, with all the rights and privileges of 
a cash purchaser. You can pay us the bal- 
ance in small monthly payments. No “red 


tape.”” No mortgage. No publicity. Your 
closest friend need not know that you did 
not pay cash for your car. All business 
treated in strict confidence. 

It appears that some people who had 
long sought an automobile bargain 
and found it not, seeing this, took 
They dropped in and left 


|the promise that a delivery would be 


imade on May 1. 


Others wrote for in- 
formation and letters are now in the 
possession of postal officials which 
were sent in answer to these inquiries. 
These letters were mailed to A. W. 
Thomas, of Hagan, Ga., who paid $25 
for which he received nothing; to Rev. 
P. C. Anderson, of Bellwood, Ala., and 
S. W. Bowen, of Ranger, Ga. These, 
together with the advertisements in 
the papers 
the mails, furnish the evidence on 
which the grand jury returned its in- 
dictments against Reynolds. 
Offices Are Closed. 


On April 22 the Automobile Securi- 
ties company closed its offices and the 
indignayt customers visited the Wal- 
ton building in vain. It was shortly 
after this that the matter was brought 
to the attention of the postoffice au- 
thorities and they began a search for 
the perpetrator. 

From Atlanta he had gone, it is 
claimed, to other cities, where he con- 
tinued operations, using practically 
the same advertisement in the local 
papers, but changing somewhat the 
title of his company and going under 
a different name himself. 

A young girl in the business office 
of a Seattle newspaper caused Rey- 
nolds’ arrest. She saw the advertising
